last Thursday, affer a thirteen 
weeks’ tour of Australia, during 
which ¢ime they have played in 
four States of the Commonwealth.

out Australia. The tour has, 
however, been a very costly one, 
not only from the financial yview- 
point, but from other viewpoints 
also, and this is particularly so in 
New South Wales. The team hes 
had the effect of overshadowing 
club football, and has seriously 
interfered with the verious eom- 
petitions. ‘The clubs which have 
had the fortune (?) to Possess ie- 
presentative Australian players 
have suifered greatly, and this of 
course has had the effect of partly 
Spoiling the competitions. This

Wittedly has great value in many 
Other directions. The individual 
Players’ side of the question has 
Wso to be considered, To a ples - 
er who has never had the oppor- 
ity of visiting the other States, 
the prospect of the trip provides

of the game. This applies with 
added force to tonrs of other coun.
